THE VOYAGE OF THR 8.8. 
: POSEIDON. 


The. voyago from Aden, of the Austro- 
Bungarian Lloyd's stoamor Poseidon, which 
arrived at Bombay from ‘Trieate on the 
22nd July, was, as'we have already -atated, 
& somewhat adventurous one. In the ‘nc- 
count furnished to the Company's Bombay 
offico tha Captain reports having experi- 
enced very heavy weather during the latter 
part of her voyage. The firat part of her 
voyage from’ Trieste, which ahe left on the 
3rd July, had been very pleasant, But 
from the night of the 15th July, when a 
day’s sail from Aden, atrong and heavy 
files blow from the S. 8 W., accompanied 

y a highly confused een, The steamer, 
though drawing 23 foot of water, was pitch- 
ing and tossing considerably, her’ propellor 
smotimes appeating above water. Captaii: 
Lemesich wisely slackencd speed, which was 
now reduced to 46-48 revolutions por 
minute, and to make up for the deficiency in 
stenm-power aume of her sails were unfurled. 
The force of the elymants continued with un- 
abated Fary up to the night of the 18th, with 
theslight exception that tho wind hid moved 
more to tho west. Qn the 19th at 6a, m., 
when in Latitude 17.46 N., aud Longituce 
67,10 K., about 320 miles from Bombay, 
Bome excitement wns cuused by a violent 
shock, when it was found that the propollor 
shaft had bean broken outside the tube. 
The propellor fortunately wag not lost, but 
romained jammed ‘and holding on to the 
atern pust onusing continual’ and violent 
shocks, and endangeriny the stern pust and 
rudder vf tho vessel, Tuo wind by this 
timo had moderated frow point 8 to point 7 ; 
but the apa rolled. heavily and the 
weather remained hazy. The captain, 
faving been thus deprived of the use of the 
engines, ordered all the aaile tu bo unfurled, 
and tho remainder of tho voyage w.s made 
under canvas. Contingal“equndings were 
taken to. ascertain the whereabouts of the 
steamer, it being utterly impossibly tv make 
any observations ou account of the hazidees 
of the weather, At about 8 p. m. on the 
2ist and when about 8 or .9 miles from 
Bombay, | the © Cuptain:, discerned . the 
light from the Peonga |.
